that there are too many hunters. 
Some say they want to see more 
big deer. Others are quite satisfied. 
Hunters are a diverse group. Opin- 
ions vary as widely as the number 
of individuals who hunt. 


Bunnell feels the big question is 
how strongly hunters feel about 
these questions. To answer that, re- 
searches at Utah State University 
were called into study deer hunter 
opinions. Results of that study will 
be a significant consideration to the 
Board when they meet in August.

Three specific alternatives under 
consideration are retaining the cur- 
rent diversified hunting system;

Other options include: (1) open- 
ing the rifle deer hunt on a 
Wednesday and lenghtening the 
season for three weeks; (2) moving 
the muzzle-loader season to 
September; (3) combining the 
archery deer and elk hunts with one 
deer per hunter (buck or doe, not 
both), and a management plan that 
is a combination of all of the 
above. 


One final change the Board is 
considering is separating the actual 
deer tag from the big game and 
combination hunting license. This 
would allow a hunter to buy a gen- 
cral hunting license then purchase 
(or apply for) hunting permits and

For example, a basic hunting li 
cense would be sold; then permit 
or tags for desired hunts would bi 
purchased separately. A hunte 
would not automatically be issued ; 
rifle deer tag but could purchase it i 
desired. Or, they could purchase jus 
an antlerless permit, an elk permi 
or an archery permit, etc., withou 
the rifle tag. 

All of these factors are being ad: 
dressed by the USU study and wil 
be considered by the Board on Aug 
20. Pricing options for possible li- 
cense restructuring will be included 
as well, 

Bunnell concludes that all of the 
pieces of information will be in 
place for the August decisions, The 
diversity of hunter opinions is be- 
ing explored throughout the study. 
That, combined with public input 
and the biological considerations, 
will put the Board in a good posi- 
tion to make these decisions. 

If changes are made, they will 
not take place until 1992 at the 
earliest. Licensing changes will 
probably not be in place until 
1993,
